1. Claims 1-17 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 

reasons for allowance is the Inclusion of the following limitations in each independent 
claim directed towards network management using a graphical representation of a 
model network: 

"a computer system coupled to the graphical user interface and configured to 
receive a message from the graphical user interface, process the message to generate 
call signaling for a call through the model network, transfer the call signaling to a live 
media gateway controller that corresponds to the model media gateway controller and is 
coupled to a live media gateway that corresponds to the model media gateway, receive 
a control message indicating an identifier for the call from the live media gateway 
controller, process the control message to generate a response, and transfer the 
response to the graphical user interface wherein the response indicates one of the 
operations of the model network." (as from claim 1, similar limitations in claim 9 and 17). 

This subject matter is not found in the prior nor is it obvious in view of the prior 

art.
